Good Lord | Hee who by the doome of God, Tir,3.10, 

mn his Word, and all good Octhodox men, nor 
thought worthy tolue', ar leaftwife not to enjoy 
any fuether Spirituall promotion in our Reformed 
Ci.urch of England, nor ever could haue the 
grace of the Vniverfitie ts Commence fo much 
as Doctour in Divinitie : and inſtead of bee» 
.ing cenſured by Parlament and degrad:d from 
any Miniſteriall office : Hee, weeſay,. to become

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a Byſhop and a Governour in our Church } woe 
mult needs bee to that Di e, cſpecially, rhart 
hath fach a Byſhop, ſuck a Governour, Yea, it is 
well knowne , hee ſpareth not already fince his 
Conſecration, to ſay and ſweare inhis Table. talke, 
hee will plagu= the Puritans in his Diocefle ?
